An Ordinance regulating taxicabs, 
automobiles and other motor vehicles 
used for hire, and providing penalties 
for the violation thereof. 


The Board of Commissioners of the 
City of Newark, do ordain: 


1. No person or persons, firm or 
corporation shall hire out, keep, or use 
for hire or pay, or cause to be kept 
or used for hire or pay, any automo- 
bile, taxicab, or other vehicle propelled 
by motor power for the transportation 
of passengers for hire or pay, with- 


in the City of Newark, without first 
having obtained a license for that pur- 
pose. ' 


2. No person or persons owning or 
operating said automobile, taxicab or 
motor vehicle shall receive a license 
unless he is a citizen of the United 
States, and above the age of twenty- 
one years. 


3. No license shall be issued until 
the said automobile taxicab or motor 
vehicle has been thoroughly and care- 
fully inspected and found to be in a 
safe condition for the transportation 
of passengers; of good appearance and 
well painted and varnished; and there 
must be submitted with the applica- 
tion a certificate from the Bureau of 
Health of the City of Newark, that 
the said automobile, taxicab or other 
motor vehicle is in a clean and sani- 
tary condition, which certificate shall 
contain the state license number of 
said vehicle. 


4. Each applicant for driver’s li- 
cense shall, in addition to the require- 
ments of any law of the State, prove 
to the satisfaction of the Commis- 
sioner of Licenses that he is in good 
health, with good eyesight; and that 
he is able to read and write the Eng- 
lish language, and is of good charac- 
ter; that he has knowledge of the traf- 
fic regulations and the geography of 
the City, and he must furnish with his 
application for such driver’s license, 
two recent photographs of himself of 
a size which may be easily attached 
to his license; one of which shall be 


the owner and driver, the names and 
addresses of two responsible citizens 
of Newark, the class of vehicle, the

son. 


7. No such automobile, taxicab or 
motor vehicle used for the transporta- 
tion of passengers for hire or pay, 
shall be permitted to park in any of 
the publie streets of the City of New- 


“ark, except in such place or places as 


may be indicated by the Director of 
the Department of Public Safety, and 
only for such length of time and under 
such regulations as said Director may 
prescribe. 


8. There shall be a metal sign at- 
tached to the stanchion on the curb 
or other conspicuous place, prescribed 
by the Director of Public Safety, set- 
ting forth the number of taxicabs, 
automobiles and other motor vehicles 


‘used for hire that will be allowed at 


filed with the application, and the. 


other attached to the license when is- 
sued. 


5: All applications for licenses 
shall be made upon blank forms to 
be furnished by the Department of 
Licenses, and such application shall 
contain the full name and.address of 
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said stand, and only such automobiles, 
taxicabs and other motor vehicles used 
for hire in such numbers as are set 
forth on the metal sign may remain 
at the stand while waiting for employ- 
ment, and only in single file, pointed 
in aecordance with the traffic regula- 
tions. As said motor vehicle leaves 
the line with passengers those be- 


hind snall move up and any other 
vehicle seeking space on the stand 
shall approach the same only from the 
rear thereof. No such automobile, 
taxicab or other motor vehicle shall 
stand at the curb within fifteen feet 
of the entrance to any railroad station, 
theatre, hotel, restaurant, or other 
public place, and it shall not stand 
within five feet of any crosswalk. 


9. No licensed vehicle, while wait- 
ing employment by passengers, shall 
stand on any public street or place 
other than at or upon a public hack 
stand, nor shall any driver seek em- 
ployment by repeatedly and persist- 
ently driving to and fro in a short 
space before, or by otherwise interfer- 
ring with the proper and ordinary ac- 
cess to or egress, from any railroad 
station, theatre, hotel, restaurant, or 
other public place; but employment 


may be solicited by driving through - 


any public street or place, without 
stops other than those due to obstruc- 
tions or traffic, and at a rate of speed 
that will net interfere with or impede 
traffic, and no passengers shall be so- 
licited except by the driver thereof, 
while sitting upon the driver’s seat 
thereof. No passenger shall be taken 
or discharged except at the curb. 


10. Every automobile, taxicab or 
other motor vehicle licensed as afore- 
said, when driven or used after sun- 
down, shall have fixed upon the front 
of the outside thereof, two lighted 
lamps with glass fronts and sides, 
upon which shall be firmly fastened 
the number of the license in legible 
figures, at least two inches in height 
so that the same may be plainly seen. 
There shall also be affixed in every 
such licensed vehicle in such manner 
that the same can be conveniently 
read by any person therein a card at 
least three inches in height by six 
inches in length containing the name 
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and residence of the owner and driver 
of said vehicle, the number of their 
licenses, and upon request of any per- 
son who is, has been or is about to 
pecome a passenger in his vehicle the 
driver thereof shall give his license 
numbed and the license’ number of 
his vehicle.

11. No owner or driver of any such 
licensed automobile, taxicab or other 
motor vehicle shall induce any person 
to employ him by knowingly mis- 
informing or misleading any such per- 
son, either as the time or place of the 
arrival or departure of any train, or 
as to the location of any hotel, publie 
place or private residence within the 
City; nor shall any such owner or 
driver deceive any person or make any 
false representations to him or convey 
any passenger to any other place or 
over any other route than that to 
which said passenger may have in- 
structed said driver to go. 


12. The use of the taximeter on 
such licensed vehicles shall be com- 
pulsory, and the taximeter shall be 
so attached that it will not register 
unless the vehicle is in motion, and 
all such taximeters may at any time 
be officially tested by the Department 
of Public Safety. 


18. Side curtains or shades shall 
not be permitted on any such licensed 
automobile, taxicab or other motor ve- 
hicle. 


14. Each and every licensed owner 
skall record in a book kept solely for 
such purposes, the time or departure 
from the garage of every licensed 
vehicle, giving the name and address 
of the driver thereof, his license num- 
ber and the license number of the ve- 
hicle, and the time of the return to 
the garage. of each such vehicle shall 
also be entered in said book, which 


book shall be open for inspection at 
all times to the Department of Pub- 
lic Safety. 


15: The fee for the issuance of the 
licenses herein referred to shall be as 
follows:
